outstanding requirements due by the 30th-month following Applicants priority claim for 
eventual entry into the U.S. National Phase of the above-identified P.C.T. plication was 
unintentional), as a result of an unintentional delay caused by an unintentional docketing 
error by the undersigned attorneys Swiss patent associate in advising the undersigned to 
enter the U.S. National Phase.
